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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-45 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ball 
4012013, that teaches the invention (method and apparatus) as disclosed and as 
claimed: two aircraft side inlets 8, 10 (Fig. 1) for a jet engine comprising lip/flap structure 
to alter the curvature of the lip/control surface and thereby reduce turbulence (see Fig. 
7 and 8) and a 4 bar linkage (80, 78, 72, 74) actuator varying the geometry of the inlet. 
Note that the most forward cranked beam couples the actuator with the fore portion 62 
at two points: upper and lower. Fig. 7 shows the aerodynamic smooth configuration and 
Fig 8 the rounded lip portion extending forwardly of the inlet. Note that skin 90 is 
coupled only to the upper/second lip portion, as presently claimed. Also note that both 
the skin portion and the linkage are retraced within a recessed area in the nacelle to 
form an outer surface of the nacelle. The recessed area is best viewed in Fig. 8, and it 
is delineated by the small forward-facing step, 2 millimeters to the left where the arrow 
of element 76 crosses the exposed upper surface of the airfoil. The first configuration 
(subsonic take-off and landing) is shown in Fig. 8, while the second configuration 
(cruise) is shown in Fig. 7. Note that when deployed the lip has two forward/backward 
portions separated by hinge 68. The nacelle of claim 36 is read on the entire housing of 
the jet engine. 
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Also note that at least claims 1 and 9 are anticipated by Gruensfelder 6,089,505.
